them selves before T hur|pge, adopted 
the plan to give battle on tlie plains of 
Lutzen flfcd marie a movement to take 
that position { but were prevented by 
the rapid movements of the French 
army « yet they persisted in their pro­ 
jects, and resolved to attack the army 
in order to maintain the position they 
had taken. 
The position of the French 
army on the 2d of May, at 9 o’clock in 
the morning, '”is as follows 
The left 
of the army wai»on the E lstet. 
It was 
formed by the Viceroy, having under 
his command the sth and 11 th corps.— 
The centre was commanded by the 
Prince of Moskwa, at the village of 
Kaia. 
The Em peror, with the old and 
young guard, were at L utzen— T he 
D uke of Raguse was In the defile of 
Poscrna, and formed the right with his 
three divisions; and Gen. Bertrand, 
commanding the 4th corps, m arched to 
join ilie defile. 


T he enemy make a movement and 
passed the Elster, over the bridges of 
Zcwnkaw, Pegan, and Zeitz.

' jeaty, hoping in his future m ovem ents,

' 3d, ordered Gen. Lauiiston, whose 
! corps formed the extrem ity of the left, 
I to repair to Lcipaic, in the end to dis.

' to place the French artny in a situation 
for the event ol the 3d, in a position en- 
I tireiy different from whut the enemy 
1 expected to find i t : ("and where it was

confusion and disorder ip their col­ 
umns. 


At 9 o’clock in the morning, his 
Majesty hearing the canhonading near 
Leipsic, repaired thither at full gallop. 
The enemy defended the little village 
of Llstehan, and the bridges in advance 
of Leipsic. 
His M ajesty waited only 
for the moment when these places should 
be curricd,to put niswhole army in move­ 
ment in this direction, to wheel upon 
Leipsic, pass over the 
right of the 
Elster, to take the enemy in flank ; but 
at 10 o’clock the enemy s army movo 1 
towards Kaia, iu many columns under 
the udvantuge of extrem e darkness. 


The enemy presented forces which 


appeared im m ense----- T he Em peror 
immediately made his arrangements. 
The Viceroy received orders to repair 
to *.hc left of the Prince of Moskwa ;

wa, took arms, with his five divisions, 
sustained the battle, which at the end 
of half an hour becam e terrible.

Alexander, the King of Prussia and the 
Brandebourg family occupied during 
the buttle.

W e have made many thousand pri. 
soncrs ; uut the num ber could not be 
greater, considering the inferiority of 
our cavalry, and the desire of the E m ­ 
peror to spare it. 


A t the com mencem ent of the battle 
the E m peror said, “ It is the battle of 
Egypt, good infantry, sustained, by 
artillery, shall suffice.” 


Gen. Gourre, chief staff officer of 
the Prince of Moskwa, was killed. Our 
loss amounts to 10,000 killed and 
mounded ; that of the enemy may be

T he advanced corpi of Count W itt­ 
genstein’s army having been engaged 
on the same evening, to the E. and N . 
of Lutzen, the cavalry of it rem ained 
there to amuse tit* enemy in the m orn­ 
ing, but with orders to retire gradually. 
Meanwhile the severe) columns of th« 
army were ordered to cross the B ister, 
at Pegau, and bear down, and to follow 
the course of a rivulet, which, rising 
near the Elster, runs in a north-west 
direction to the Saale, by which move­ 
ment, which the ground favoured^-»Jt 
was intended to turn the enem y’s right, 
between W eissenfels and LutEcn, while 
his attention was directed to his ieft, be* 
tween the latter place and Leipsic. 


As soon as their M ajesties saw the 
troops placed according to the disposi­

The country is uncovered and open, 
the soil dry and light, but with very

T he enemy, placed behind e long 
ridge, and in a string of villafie, of 
which Corchen is the principal, w ith* 
hollow way iu front, and a stream suffi­ 
cient to float tim ber on the ieft, waited 
the near approach of the Allies. 


H e bud an immense quantity of or­

partm ent, w ithout his know ledge.
